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On the Devon Coast, near Lynmouth. This portion of 
the cliff face has dared, perhaps for a thousand years, “ the 
battle and the breeze.” Not here is there any sign of 
crumbling rock or enlarging gully: the crag sits like a 
sea-sphinx among the stormy waters, with mighty paws 
thrust out into the foam. 
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
